San Diego.—The flagship Philadel¬ 
phia arrived off San Diego the other 
day unexpectedly.

GROWTH OF TRADE OF MANILA. 


All tho Great Northern Railway 
employes talk strike. 

About 400 men are at work on the 
Everett, Wash., tunnel. 

The Seattle, Washington, manufac¬ 
turers organized last week. 

Some miscreant poisoned about 60 
dogs in New Whatoom last week. 

The State Historical Society is 
making a collection of the newspapers 
of the State. ^ 

Seattle, Wash., wants 11,000,000 
Congressional appropriation for a 
government building. 

The War Department will send 400 
soldiers to Alaska early next spring 
for service in the Cape Nome district. 

Postmaster Topping, of Fairhaven, 
says the receipts of the postoffice of 
that city for the past year will aggre¬ 
gate over $6000. 

The erection of a salmon cannery in 
Port Townsend is now an assured fact. 
The cost of the oannery, when com¬ 
pleted, will be $80,000. 

Near San Luis Obispo, Cal., along 
the line of the Southern Pacific coast 
line, about 2000 workmen are engaged 
in railroad work. 

Prosoectors for oil at Arroyo Grande, 
Cal., irfc'iiently struck a flow of natural 
gas, whioh, when lighted, blazed up 
to a height of 12 feet. 

Western newspapers are asked to 
nnite in an effort to have Congress 
smash the paper trust by putting wood 
pnlp and printing paper on the free 
list. 

Prince PoniatoWBki has bought the 
San Mateo, Cal., electric light plant 
and will operate it until the power 
transmission line from the Blue Lakes 
is completed. 

The assessed valuation of property 
in Oregon for 1899 is $12,287,879. 
This is the lowest total since 1890. 
The decrease since 1893, the year of 
highest valuations, has been $47,801,- 
026. 

. A. Canfield will build a machine 
shop, to cost $20,000, in Bakersfield, 
Cal., to make and repair well-boring 
tools, the plant to include a 46-foot 
lathe that will turn ont the stems 
used. 

The Spanish war veterans of Spo¬ 
kane met recently for the purpose of 
organizing an association for their 
mutual benefit. They recommended 
that the new orgaization be oalled 
“The General King Garrison.’’ 

The Yuba, Cal., Electric Power Co. 
will build a transforming station at 
Lincoln to reduce the voltage through 
the main line from Colgate to Sacra¬ 
mento, from 24,000 to 2000 volts, for 
the proper use of incandescent lights. 

If the efforts of some Boston capital¬ 
ists are successful, Seattle will soon 
have an automobile factory to offset 
the horse-canning establishment of 
Linnton, Or., says the Times. Pro¬ 
moters from the East are in the city 
tryng to organize a company that will 
manufacture the new vehioles in suffi¬ 
cient quantities to satisfy the demand 
of the Western field. 

The appointment of Dr. James, of 
Spokane, as assistant phyiscian at 
Medical Lake insane asylum, has 
oreated a stir among the medical fra¬ 
ternity of the State. Dr. James, it is 
alleged, is not legally qualified to bold 
such position, from the faot that he 
has not received a license from the 
state board of medical examiners. His 
predecessor, Dr. Beans, failed to pass 
the examination, and has left the 
state. _ 

Tapioca Flour Bntera Froo of Duty. 

Washington.—Justice Peckham of 
the United States Supreme Court 
handed down the opinion of that Court 
in the case of Chew Hing Lung & Co. 
vs. the Collector of Customs at San 
Francsico. The case inovlved the 
question whether tapioca flour is a 
form of tapioca and admissable free of 
duty or a form of starch and dutiable 
at the rate of 2>£ cents per pound. 
The Court held that the flour was tapi¬ 
oca and non-dntiable, thus reversing 
the Court of Appeal for the Ninth Cir¬ 
cuit. 

Great Nerve of a Doctor. 

Baltimore.—Dr. Howard A. Kelley, 
professor of gynecology in the medical 
school of Johns-Hopkins Hospital, 
was bitten on the right hand by a large 
rattlesnake, whioh he was exhibiting 
to illustrate a leoture in the medical 
school. The doctor sucked the blood 
from the wound and oontinned his lec¬ 
ture for nearly an hour after the occur¬ 
rence. When he left for bis home be 
expresesd the oonviction that be bad 
succeeded in drawing all the venom 
from its wounded haul. 

There is talk of putting in two new 
salmon oanneries at Blaine. One of 
the plants, if built, will be operated 
by Oregon men. 


Imports of Over Six Killians During 
July, August mud Septsmbor. 

Washington.—The War Department 
has made public a statement showing 
the imports mt the port of Manila for 
the three months of Joly, Angnst and 
September last, being the first official 
data relating to imports during so long 
a period sinoe Amerioan occupation. 
The total value of merchandise en¬ 
tered at the Manila Custom-house io 
the three months named was $5,802,- 
681. In addition, there was $62,520 
in gold coin and $266,294 in silver ooin 
from British Indaia and $832,7QXin 
silver coin from China, bringing the 
aggregate of imports up to $6,448,102, 
or at the rate of more than $26,800,000 
a year from Manila alone. 

The growing natnre of the trade is 
shown by a comparison with the 
amounts, for all Philippine ports for 
the fifteen years ending with 1804, 
during whioh time the average yearly 
imports of the archipelago only 
amounted to $1,039,044, or approxi¬ 
mately two-thirds of the valuation in¬ 
dicated by the trade of three months 
ending with September, 1899, for Ma¬ 
nila alone. 

The values of importations of mer¬ 
chandise from the variouu countries 
whioh furnished more than the United 
States are given as follows: 

China, $2,454,103; United King¬ 
dom, $916,601; Spain, $662,405; Aus¬ 
tralia, $410,469; Germany, $367,- 
823; United States, $329,114. Eleven 
other countries furnished goods in 
amounts ranging from $98,621 from 
the Netherlands, down to $193 from 
Denmark. 

Cotton and its manufactures furn¬ 
ished $1,374,210 ont of the total ion 
ports, of which the United States furn 
ished goods amounting to $1479. The 
United Kingdom futaished a total 
value of $663,816; Spain, China, Ger¬ 
many, British East Indies, the Nether¬ 
lands, Switzerland, France, Italy and 
Belgium all led this country, and only 
Japan and Russia appear further down 
the list. 


TROUBLE IN NEGROS. 


WILL NOT BUY THE HOLLAND. 


The Naval Construction Board Totes 
Against the Farchaee. 

Washington.—The question of rec 
ommending to the Navy Department 
the purchase of the submarine torpedo- 
boat Holland, now at the Washington 
Navy Yard, was considered by the 
Naval Board on Constrnction, and the 
Board decided by a vote of 4 to 1 that 
the recommendation should not be 
made. This action was the result of 
visits to the Holland by members of 
the Board individually and their study 
of the whole question of the adaptabil¬ 
ity of submarine torpedo vessels to war 
purposes. The general question of 
the ooustruotion of submarine boats 
was practically disposed of by the aot- 
ion of the Board. Another submarine 
torpedo vessel, the Plunger, is being 
built by the Columbian Iron Works of 
Baltimore under contract with the 
Navy Department. The Board’s aotion 
will not affect this craft, which will 
be used for experimental purposes, the 
Navy Department conducting the ex¬ 
periments. Tbs Plunger is nearly 
completed. 

It is undertsood that the decision of 
the Board was not based on any objec¬ 
tion to the plans of construction of the 
Holland, but on the belief that euoh 
vessels were in the experimental stage, 
and their usefulness for war purposes 
had not been demonstrated. The 
Board’s decision is surprising in view 
of the favorable report made of the 
Holland by the Naval Board of Inspec¬ 
tion and Survey, some members of 
which witnessed the testa of the craft. 


Facts of the Recent Uprising in 
the Island. 


WAS STARTED BY CHIEF OFFICIALS. 


Accused Include Some of the Meet 
Prominent Accidents, Who Will 
Probably Bo Expelled. 


Manila.—Mail advices from Negros 
bring particulars of the uprising last 
month in the southern part of the isl¬ 
and, in whioh Lieutenant A. G. Led- 
yard, Sixth Infantry, was killed. In¬ 
stead of being an unimportant revolt 
pf native police, as was at first re¬ 
ported, it appears to have been an at¬ 
tempt to overthrow Amerioan author¬ 
ity. The movement was started by 
the chief officials of the autonomous 
government, the men who were elected 
and inaugurated with so muoh cere¬ 
mony last November. 

Eleven of these officials, including 
the president and several councilors, 
were lodged in jail on a charge of 
plotting treason. Several secured their 
release under heavy bonds, but others 
remain in prison. 

General Smith found evidenoe that 
the revolting polioe were followng the 
orders of the autonomous government, 
hich designed to use the forces under 
its control to overthrow the Ameri¬ 
cans. The plot failed through being 
Started prematurely,but Negros was in 
a state of uneasiness for a week. Two 
companies of the Forty-sixth Infantry 
were hurried from Iloilo to re-enforce 
the garrison at Bacolor. 

The officials arrested include some 
of the most prominent men in Negros. 
It is believed that they will be ex¬ 
pelled from the island. 


TO BE GIVEN RECOGNITION. 


Transvaal Agent White Will Be Be- 
Beeelved at Washington. 

Washington.—Montagu White, who 
is now in Washington as the represen¬ 
tative of the South African Repnblic, 
will be received at the State Depart¬ 
ment according to bis official station. 
This information comes from the high¬ 
est authority. White does not appear 
in a purely diplomatic capacity. He 
oomea to the United States as a consu¬ 
lar officer empowered to act also as 
diplomatic agent. H is official stand¬ 
ing, therefore, is identical with Dr. 
Leyds in Europe. Ministers can only 
be accredited frem the United States 
to foreign powers which actully are 
independent of auserainty, and only 
snob powers may send Ministers and 
Embassadors; or, in other words, rep¬ 
resentatives acting wholly in a diplo¬ 
matic oapaoity to this Government. 

The United States Consul at Cairo, 
for instance, aots also as a diplomatic 
agent, and no United States Minister 
is accredited to Egypt for the reason 
that it is not actually an independent 
power. White will be reoieved at the 
State Department exaotly as he would 
if he oame from any other country, 
having the same relation as does the 
South Africau Republic. If he goeB to 
the White House at all, however, it 
will be to meet the President unoffi¬ 
cially and upon Secretary Hay’s intro¬ 
duction. He will transact all of his 
business with the State Department. 


INDIA MAY HAVE TO BUY SILVER 


INDIA’S STRUGGLE WITH FAMINE 


Nearly Fifty Million Person* Affected— 

No Belief Beoelved Frem Ontslde. 

Calcutta.—The Council has consid¬ 
ered the famine situation. The official 
estimates show the cost to the Govern¬ 
ment of the relief works, etc., to the 
end of Maroh will be 40,000,000 
rupees. About 22,000,000 persons are 
now affeoted in British territory and 
about 27,000,000 in the native states. 
The Viceroy, Lord Curzon of Keddle- 
ston said that the famine area had ex¬ 
panded, surpassing the first fears, and 
they were now facing a cattle, water 
and food scarcity of a terrible charac¬ 
ter. About 8,260,000, persons, he con- 
tinned, were already reoeiving relief. 

While in 1897 the world shared 
India’s sorrow and contributed hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds toward 
the relief fond, the Viceroy pointed 
ont that India would now have to 
straggle alone, for the thoughts of 
every Englishman in the world were 
centered on Month Afrioa. It wonld be 
the duty of the Government to pursue 
the task of saving millions of lives, 
and it would spend its last rupee, if 
necessary, to do so. 


ALASKAN OFFICIALS ACCUSED. 

Special Agent’s Report Creates a Sen- 
sittlon In Washington. 

Washington. — Attorney - General 
Griggs is shooked at the condition of 
things that prevails in Federal official¬ 
dom in Alaska,as reported by a special 
•gent who recently completed an in¬ 
vestigation on tho spot. United States 
Distriot Attorney Frederichs, United 
States District Commissioner Malcolm 
I And three other United State Comrois- 
laioners are under a cloud and are in 
{JHinger of immediate removal. It is 
understood that no accusation of dis¬ 
honesty has been made against any of 
these officials, but their manner of 
living has subjected them to severe 
oriticism, even in Alaska. Excessive 
use of liquor is not the only offense 
laid to their account. Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral Griggs has in his possession a 
number of affidavits made up by citi¬ 
zens of Juneau, but it is possible that 
to avoid soandal some of the officials 
involved may be allowed to resign. 

Governor Brady of Alaska, however, 
has come to General Frederichs’ de¬ 
fense, and is inclined to the belief that 
the enmity toward him has been 
created by bis successful prosecution of 
a large number of oriminal oases. 
General Frederichs' home is in Ala¬ 
meda. He was appointed United 
States District Attorney about a year 
ago on recommendation of Senators 
Harris and Baker of Kansas, in which 
State he formerly lived, and was sup¬ 
ported by the California delegation. 

United States Commissioner Mal¬ 
colm is a graduate of Stanford and 
served a term in the California Legis¬ 
lature. His borne is in Palo Alto. 
Affidavits against him contain 
oharges of a very serions character. 
He has held one of the most profitable 
positions in Alaska, but his integrity 
has never been questioned. It is be¬ 
lieved, however, that he and other 
Commissioners will adopt the wisest 
course if they forward their resigna¬ 
tions to Washington without further 
delay and tbns avoid publicity and dis- 
grace. 

MANY CLAIMS FOR PENSIONS. 


Te Elect Beaatora by Direct Tote. 

Washington.—The report filed on 
the House bill for the election of 
United States Senators by the people 
reviews the arguments made in favor 
of this change and refers to the un¬ 
fortunate conditions which have oc¬ 
curred in Kentucky, Idaho, Delaware 
and other states under the present sys¬ 
tem. The bill as reported leaves it 
discretionary with Legislatures to con¬ 
tinue the present system or adopt the 
system of a ohoice by the people. 


Government Reserve Said to Be De¬ 
pleted to a Considerable Kxtent. 

London.—The idea that the Indian 
Government will shortly have to buy 
silver has stimulated the demand. In¬ 
dications that the silver reserve of 
the Indian Currency Department bus 
been heavily depleted and will be 
further reduced are found in the large 
sales, telegraphic transfers open India, 
further ear-marking of gold for the 
account of the Indian Government and 
thedispatoh of gold direct to India. 
Out of sixteen and one-half orores of 
cash reserve only about seven orores are 
silver. According to the Statist, 
should a further two millions of gold 
be sent to India during the next two 
months the silver holdings of the In¬ 
dian Government will be probably re¬ 
duced to about four crores. Before 
such a figure is reached purchases of 
silver for ooinage ought to be made, 
unless the Indian Government is pre¬ 
pared to incur risks whioh might bring 
disaster. 

The Statist insists that the Govern¬ 
ment must buy silver without delay 
and have it ooined as quickly as pos¬ 
sible, and reasons that India ought 
not to be subjected to further trials on 
top of the famine, also pointing out 
that if troubles break out on the 
Afghan frontier silver alone will be 
usable. 


ALL ENGLAND UNITED. 


Far More Volunteer* Than Regulars 
Make Application. 

Washington.—A large number of 
claims for pensions are being received 
by the Pension Office as a result of the 
Spanish war. Statistics prepared by 
the bureau show that the percentage 
of applications from volunteers is much 
larger than from the regulars. The 
battle of San Juan was selected by the 
bureau as a basis for calculations, as 
the greatest number of casualties oo- 
ourred there. There were 192 regulars 
killed, 1097 wounded and fifty-five 
missing. Claims for pensions from 
the regular Army number 2962. 

At that battle thirty-four volunteers 
were killed, 177 wounded and forty- 
five missing. The olaims for pensions 
from volunteers number 8558. There 
were twenty-three regiments of regu¬ 
lars and three regular batteries en¬ 
gaged in this fight as against nine regi¬ 
ments of volunteers. One regiment 
lost none in killed, wounded or miss¬ 
ing, but has 419 claims for pensions 
pending. 

To Admit American Fruit. 

Berne.—The Bundesrath abrogating 
the previous regulations, granted per¬ 
mission for the importation of dried 
American fruits, and also fresh fruits, 
on condition of their examination at 
the Basis custom-house. 


Determined to Farce the War to a Suc¬ 
cessful Issue. 

London.—Sir Matthew White-Rid- 
ley, the Home Secretary, speaking at 
Blackpool, said: “On behalf of my 
colleagues and myself I would say that 
we all share the full responsibility, for 
the Cabinet, like the nation, has been 
united from the beginning. There is 
no doubt that when the proper time 
comes for the Cabinet to justify its 
course the justification will be suffi¬ 
ciently ample. 

“What gives me the most pleasure is 
the demonstration of the country, no 
less than the Government, that having 
a quarrel forced upon us, we must 
bring it to a successful issue. It is 
not the business of the press to ciiti- 
cise the actions of onr gallant generals 
in the fields. There is none of them 
who does not possess the full confi¬ 
dence of the oountry and the Govern¬ 
ment.” 


Big Scientific Expedition. 

Balt Lake (Utah).—A soientiflo ex¬ 
pedition composed of tweuty persons, 
under the auspices of the Brigham 
Young Aoademy of Provo, Utah, will 
start about April 1st on a trip to ex¬ 
tend for fifteen months. The expedi¬ 
tion will go through Mexico, thence to 
Central America and along the routes 
of the N icaragua and Panama oanals, 
and then through South America to 
Valparaiso. The members of the ex¬ 
pedition will study the ancient ruins 
and general topography of the country 
with a special view to geology and 
mineralogy. 


Chicago's New Great Tower. 

Chicago.—The Auditorium tower, 
320 feet high, and the Masonic Tem¬ 
ple, 302 feet high, hitherto the tallest 
structures in Chicago, are now over¬ 
topped by the tower of a new business 
building on Michigan avenue, 385 feet 
high, which was finished one day last 
week as to iron work. A searchlight 
will be put on the tower as a help to 
lake vessels. 


The Senate Committee on Inter- 
oceanic Canals has agreed unanimously 
to report a bill for the construction of 
the Nicaraguan canal. The bill is the 
same as that reported favorably in the 
House by the Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce, with a few 
verbal amendments. 


Warlike Demand* of King Oaenr. 

Stockholm.—In the Swedish Bud¬ 
get, which reaohea nearly 15,000,000 
kroner, the largest on record, King 
Oscar asks for forty-six new batteries 
of artillery by the end of 1903. One 
hnndred thonsand new Mausers are to 
be manufactured and 50,000,000 car¬ 
tridges, to be in store within four years. 
A oredit is asked for a trial mobiliza¬ 
tion of the army reserves. 


All Want Freedom ir Trade. 

Washington.—The Senate Commit¬ 
tee on Porto Rico and Pacific Islands 
listened to additional statements of del¬ 
egates representing the Chamber of 
Commerce of Porto Rico. All urged 
freedom of trade between the islands 
and the United States, saying it was 
necessary to the rehabilitation of Porto 
Rico and would be largely benefloial to 
their sugar, tobacco and fruits. 

To Return m Hero’s Rones* 

Washington.—The proposition to re¬ 
move the bones of Commodore John 
Paul Jones from Paris and bury them 
in Arlington Cemetery, will probably 
receive the sanction of Congress if all 
doubt oan be removed as to the com¬ 
plete identification of the grave of the 
naval hero, whioh has been so long 
neglected that it had been really for¬ 
gotten. 

Revenue Receipts Increase. 

Washington.—The December state¬ 
ment of the collection of internal 
revenue shows the total receipts to 
have been $24,219,308, an increase

ployments. The position of Dr. Smith 
Is combatted by the Chicago Post, 
which declares that the present ten¬ 
dency is not toward the employment of 
minors, bnt rather toward the substitu¬ 
tion of adults for children in factories, 
because in the end adult labor is cheap¬ 
er. From the point of view of the em¬ 
ployer. the consideration is not what he 
has to pay for labor each day in dollars 
and cents, bnt the ratio between that 
amount and the value of what the la¬ 
borer produces. Adult labor must be 
paid more than the cost of minors, but 
the speed and efficiency required by 
modern conditions are such that chil¬ 
dren are incapable of meeting the re¬ 
quirements. The reports of labor com¬ 
missioners show that while the actual 
number of minors who are wage-earn¬ 
ers is Increasing, the proportion as 
compared with the adults is steadily 
falling off.

Fodder-Bag for Horses. 

A London firm is introducing a new 
fodder-bag for horses. To those who 
have at heart the comfort of their 
^ equine servant* 

lustration* repre- 
m sents it in use. and 

proper understand¬ 
ing of the merits of this new invention. 
The bag. which is made of canvas. Is 
provided with two s*raps. one suspend¬ 
ing it from the horse's head behind the 
ears, and the other drawing back its 
lower half toward the collar. The low¬ 
er end of the bag retains the hulk of 
the corn, even when the bottom is 
raised, as in the illustration . and as the 
animal eats so the fodder falls down 
gradually until the supply is exhausted. 
The horse cannot, .nerefore. breathe In 
the same quantity cf corn and thus con¬ 
taminate it. as when an ordinary bag 
is used, hence the spoiling of food, 
which Is a common cause why so muck 
of it is thrown out, does not occur.

Floor Space in Poultry House. 

More room Is required in the poultry 
house in winter than ir. summer, be¬ 
cause during the warm season the fowls 
can go outside, only requiring sufficient 
room for roosting, but in winter they 
need room for scratching when the 
snow is on the ground. It is the spaca 
on the floor that is required and not on 
the roost, for when a hen fixes herself 
on the roost she will be quiet until 
morning, but during the day she should 
be kept busy. Tea fowls in a poultry 
house 10 feet square (making ICO square 
feet) arc sufficient, but most persons 
endeavor to double or even treble that 
number, and the consequence is that 
they keep too many fowls in proportion 
to the area of floor space—The Poultry 
Keeper. 

Ensilage for Horaca. 

As many people have an idea that en¬ 
silage is not a good food for horses, ws 
will call attention to the fact that the 
Virginia Experiment Station has been 
testing it. and they report that the trou¬ 
ble from is nse has arisen from too 
much having been fed at the beginning, 
and as the horse likes it he is tempted 
to eat too much of it, as be might of 
een grass or clover. This Is more apt 
. be the case when it contains a largo 
amount of corn. When they began by 
feeding small quantities and increased 
very gradually In the amount given no 
injury resulted, and after they wero 
well accustomed to its use they would 
not eat too heartily of It, even whea 
given opportunity.

Boil for Strawberries. 

We think the soil has the most to do 
with production of large crops of 
strawberries and large berries. Sandy 
soil produces the finest berries, but not 
the largest or as many per acre. The 
reason is plain to those who have tested 
the matter. If you want large crops, 
select your heavy soil, plow and subsoil 
deep, then repack the soil just as hard 
as you possibly can, but do not work 
while too wet. Strawberry roots will 
penetrate the hardest soil, and will de¬ 
velop the best fruit buds and produce 
the finest berries. Constant and very 
shallow cultivation is best. Sandy soil 
cannot be packed so hard, hence it will 
produce fine plants, but not such large 
crops of fruit.—Western Fruit Grower. 


Dressing Geese. 

To kill geese, have a place where you 
can hang them with the head down, 
and then stick a sharp knife through 
the neck close to the head, and let them 
bleed. This causes the meat to be very 
clear and white. After they are through 
bleeding roll them up. one at a time, 
in three or four thicknesses of blanket, 
and put them into a boiler of hot wa¬ 
ter. letting them remain there about 
one minute, afterward lay them where 
they will drain for about ten minutes 
more, and pick them. They will then 
pick very easily. It is the steam that 
causes the feathers to loosen. It is an 
everlasting job to dry-pick geese, and 
this is a sure process. The entrails 
should be immediately removed, the 
head cut off. and the skin neatly drawn 
over the neck and tied. Afterward 
place them where they will keep cool 
but not freeze.

LIGHTS FOR BIRDS’ NESTS. 


Some Carious Habits Practiced la 

the World of Songdom. 

Many birds suspend their nests from 
the branches of trees, one of the most 
curious nests of that kind being that 
of the baya bird of India. It is hung 
from tbe branch, with its opening at 
the bottom, and bangs like an inverted 
bottle, secure from tbe approach of 
tree snakes and other reptiles. The 
most curious thing about the baya 
bird Is that it is said to light up its 
nest by sticking fireflies on Its sides 
with clay or soft mud. There seems to 
be little doubt of tbe fact. 

Dr. Buchanan says: “At night each 
of the habitations is lighted up by a 
firefly stuck in the top with a piece of 
clay. The nest consists of two rooms. 
Sometimes there are three or four tire- 
flies, and their blaze in the little cells 
dazzles the eyes of the bats, which of¬ 
ten destroy the young of these birds.” 

Perhaps other animals are scared off 
by the baya bird's electric light, since 
a writer in Nature records this curi¬ 
ous observation: “I have been informed 
on safe authority that the Indian bot¬ 
tle bird protects his nest at night by 
sticking several of these glow beetles 
around the entrance by means of clay, 
and only a few days back an intimate 
friend of my own was watching three 
rats on a roof rafter of his bungalow. 
When a glow fly lodged very close to 
them, the rats immediately scampered 
off.”—Our Dumb Auimals.

STREET PARADE FLOATS. 


Maar Dlffie.lt Problems «• Be Met la 
Their Coaetraetioa. 

“The making of decorative street 
floats Is a difficult trade,’’ said a New 
Orleans scenic artist who has bad 
plenty of experience In the line he men¬ 
tioned. “There are so many things 
to be considered. For instance, a float 
must look well both near and far. It 
must be able to stand a dash of rain. 
It must be light enough to go over any 
kind of street and solid enough to re¬ 
sist a gust of wind, and, most impor¬ 
tant of all. It must be so constructed 
that it will appear all right to folks In 
upper windows. 

“Some years ago a young designer 
from tbe north made several small 
models for tableau cars that charmed 
everybody who looked at them. They 
were certainly very beautiful and nov¬ 
el, but when I was called In as an ex¬ 
pert I said at once that they wouldn’t 
do. They were designed to be viewed 
from the banquette only, and from a 
second story window every particle of 
effect would have been lost. More¬ 
over, a lot of hidden mechanism was 
certain to be discovered at any eleva¬ 
tion above 13 feet 

“The young artist frankly admitted 
I was right and abandoned tbe Job. 
He said it involved entirely too'many 
optical problems to suit him. When I 
make my drawings for a float, I cal¬ 
culate on a visual sweep of 30 de¬ 
grees. That goes from the level of 
children on the pavement to people 
looking almost straight down from the 
upper floors of tali buildings. Unless 
such a precaution is taken the car is 
certain to be a failure.”—New Orleans 
Times-Democrat. 


The Jndnre'a Affidavit.

A PECULIAR DISASTER. 


Part of a Picturesque Italian City Slid 
Into the Sea. 

In a peculiar manner death came to 
a number of people at the famous tour¬ 
ist resort of Amalfi, an Italian city sit¬ 
uated on the Gulf of Salerno, southeast 
of Naples. Owing to the action of the 
water undermining the rock upon 
which Amalfi stands a portion of the 
place slipped into the sea. taking with 
it two hotels, a Capuchin monastery 
and several villas, and crushing under 
its enormous weight four vessels, the 
crews of which fortunately escaped. 
The number of dead was at first believ¬ 
ed to be very large, but, marvelous as 
it may seem, only ten persons lost their 
lives. The monastery contained many 
monks and the hotels mahy guests, and 
all of these, together with the occu¬ 
pants of the viilas, were at first sup¬ 
posed to be lost. The mass of earth 
and rock which slipped into the sea is 
estimated at 50,000 cubic yards and the 
shock of its rending and crashing Into 
the water shook the principality for 
miles around. The hotels destroyed are 
the Cappucinni and the Santa Calerina. 

Amalfi, the scene of this disaster, is 
a city of 7,000 souls and has a great 
antiquity. It took its origin In the 
fourth century, though its name did 
not merit the historian’s notice until 
200 years afterward. It then became 
an independent republic, with a vast 
trade with the east, and at the zenith 
of Its power and fame It numbered

sit the latter. Ladies who are calling 
do not arise on the entrance or depart¬ 
ure of other callers, except in the case 
of the very aged.

Flirting Proves Vulgarity. 

The ethics of flirtation have yet to be 
defined, but the results are tolerably 
well proved. Now and then an arrant 
flirt may marry happily, but these cases 
are exceptional. The man who is weak- 
minded enough to be seriously smitten 
by the coquetries of a flirt Is rarely 
good material out of which to make a 
husband. But most flirts remain un¬ 
married, or marry in despair some man 
for whom they don’t care an atom, be¬ 
cause marrying men as a rule either 
leave them severely alone, or take them 
at their own value and consider a flirt 
just good enough to flirt with. 

“A youth of folly, an old age of 
cards,” might be adopted as the flirt’s 
motto, as it is her usual fate. That 
flirting is foolish would probably check 
scarcely any; that it may develop into a 
tragedy if the flirt is caught unaware 
in a grande passion which is not re¬ 
turned may possibly give pause to a 
few; that it Is essentially vulgar and 
the hall-mark of a vulgar mind may 
perhaps induce the. majority to discard 
the practice if they have hitherto been 
Inclined to It, says the London Pictorial. 
It has been well said that flirting is an 
education in flippancy, llghtnesB of 
manners and hardness of heart, and 
that as practiced to-day it Is not readily 
distinguished from general bad man 
ners. 


Dr. George F. Becker, the govern¬ 
ment geologist sent to the Philippines, 
in bis report expresses the opinion that 
the ape—like the creature termed “the 
missing link”—may have had its earli¬ 
est haunts in those isles of the sea. at 
a time when, not less than 300,000 
years ago. they were connected with 
the mainland of Asia by a sort of land 
bridge, via Borneo. In this opinion Dr. 
Becker coincides with the late Pro¬ 
fessor Marsh of Yale University, who 
expressed the belief that the Philip¬ 
pines were among the earliest locali¬ 
ties inhabited by the human species, 
even if the latter did not actually start 
there. The time may have been 500.000 
years ago. but science always wishes 
to be conservative. 

There are excellent reasons, however, 
for believing that homo sapiens—the 
true human being, as distinguished 
from the typical ape—existed on the 
island of Luzon, or in that immediate 
neighborhood, in the epoch called the 
pliocene, along toward the end of the 
tertiary period, which ended about 
200,000 years ago with the great ice 
age. 

Dr. Becker surmises that the black 
dwarfs of Luzon and other islands of 
the group, known as Negritos, are actu¬ 
ally descended from the primitive hu¬ 
man stock in question. These black 
pigmies, now nenrly extinct, arc as¬ 
tonishingly monkeylike in aspect. The 
sounds they utter in lieu of language 
resemble the short and sharp shrieks of 
animals. Apparently they are not dis¬ 
tantly related to the certain savages 
discovered in the interior of Borneo not 
exceeding four feet in stature, whose 
wrinkled skins are covered with hair 
and who sleep in caves or in trees and 
live on mice and such other small mam- 
1 mals as they can catch, 
j All through* the larger island groups 
of the southwest Pacific are found 
more or less differentiated tribes of 
monkeylike dwarfs. They have been 
wiped out entirely on all but the larg- 
est islands, such as Luzon and Min- 
! danao. where they still survive in small 
| numbers in the mountainous interior. 

■ Among them are certain aborigines of 
Sumatra, whose bodies are covered all 
over with soft, dark hair and who wear 
no elothing, have no language of their 

i own and learn with the utmost difflcul- 
| ty to pronounce a few Malay words. 

These pigmy peoples, according to 
! the belief of Dr. Becker and Prof. 

I Marsh, are descended directly from the 
; original stock of the so-called “missing 
link.” 

Now, this missing link is no theory, 
some scientists say. That he and his 
kind—a whole tribe, constituting a new 
and Improved species—did actually ex- 
; 1st has been proved by the discovery 
; in Java, not very far from the Philip- 
I pines, of a fossil specimen. There were

fossilized.

WORRYING ABOUT TRIFLES. 


F ROM time immemorial women 
have been told—by women as well 
as men, though naturally more 
often by the latter—that worry digs 
wrinkles in their faces and sprinkles 
gray among their tresses.

RUNS A KITCHEN WAGON. 


Vehicular Meals Piping Hot at the 
Order of Customers. 

In New Haven, Conn., conservative, 
unchangeable practically, they have 
“met up” with the servant girl prob¬ 
lem It worries them a heap, too, so 
an ingenious citizen has devised a de¬ 
vice whereby lie hopes to relieve the 
distress “for a consideration.” This 
recently devised device can appropri¬ 
ately be called the kitchen wagon. This 
is really a peripatetic culinary depart¬ 
ment. It Is a wagon with the usual 
number of wheels, hooded like the 
pie wagon of commerce, but cut into a 
series of compartments. The purpose 
is to stow away inside in these com¬ 
partments a »ufflcient quantity of edi¬ 
bles ready for the table to furnish out 
funeral baked meats or a wedding 
feast. 

This is not a dream, yet those who 
have sampled the outfit have been 
heard singing Sullivan’s lovely thing 
“Let Me Dream Again.”

Haven, cash being the burden of their 
vesper song, yet in such gear as this—a 
mere matter of report—a reasonable 
line of credit, properly indorsed, will 
be extended. This business man who 
is the deviser of the device has the 
support financially, morally and social¬ 
ly, so that his dream Is no dream, but 
an evident fact. He answers to the 
hail of S. H. Street. 

Many schemes have been tried In dif¬ 
ferent parts of the world to supply 
food for families through co-operative 
kitchens. These schemes have never 
been very successful, because It has 
been impossible to keep food hot dur¬ 
ing transportation from one place to 
another. The scheme of many families 
eating together In one building has 
also proved objectionable. New Haven 
has apparently solved tills problem by 
the Invention of heat retaining devices 
by which a plate of soup or a roast of 
beef may be kept piping hot for as 
long as seven hours. The projectors 
say they can deliver, cooked and ready 
to serve, many dishes at a price equal 
to that which the housekeeper pays for 
the raw product. 

The secret of Mr. Street's scheme 
lies In his patent device for retaining 
heat. This apparatus Is apparently 
uothing more than a big bucket, metal 
covered and lined, with sides and bot¬ 
tom about two inches thick. There Is 
a close-fitting top or lid of similar 
thickness. What the sides of the wall 
of this package are lined with Mr. 
Street does not say. Into this heat-re¬ 
taining package are put porcelain cans, 
which fit tightly and have close-fitting 
covers. 

Mr. Street proposes to have various 
sized packages, lu which breakfast, 
luncheon and dinner can be arranged. 
In the bottom of the bucket Is placed 
the dessert, then the meat and vegeta¬ 
bles and then the soup. This Is for a 
dinner bucket. These buckets are to 
be delivered lu big wagons, in which 
there will be an arrangement along the 
side for holding them In place. The 
scheme is to have a large number of 
wagons, which will make trips through 
various sections of the city to deliver 
food and take orders for the following 
day. There will be small wagons for 
quick delivery of late orders.

MARVELS OF INDIAN MAGICIANS 


Wonderful Feat of Which Lord Lytton 
Was a Witness. 

The following story of Indian magic 
s told me by the person to whom 
was told by the late Lord Lytton.

All this was 
done, and then the mage asked Lord 
Lytton where he would like the ring to 
reappear. He answered “in his dis¬ 
patch box,” of which the key was at¬ 
tached to his watch chain, or at all 
events he had it with him on the spot. 
The dispatch box was brought out. 
Lord Lytton opened it and there was 
the ring. This trick would be easy if 
the British officer was a confederate of 
the juggler’s, and if he possessed a 
duplicate key to the dispatch box. In 
that case he would not throw the ring 
into the well, but would take it into the 
house, open the box and insert the ring.

ONE OF THE GREAT STUDENTS 
OF HUMANITY. 

• 

Incident* of His Karly Life and the 

Cause of Hi* Successful and Remark¬ 
able Career—Buried Near the Scene 

of Hi* Birth. 

In the township of Xorthfleld, Conn., 
Is a small elevation known as “Round 
Top.” It is the summit of a gradual 
rising slope, and is crowned with more 
than a score of sturdy old pines left 
ffom the forests of years ago. In the 
shade of these trees Dwight L. Moody 
played when a boy. and on the slope of 
the hill over which they keep silent sen¬ 
tinel the remains of the great evangel¬ 
ist have been given to the grave. It is 
a fitting resting-place for a lover of na¬ 
ture and one of the greatest students 
of humanity. The sighing of the 
mournful pines faintly echoes the grief 
of the world that knew him, and the 
plain, rugged beauty of the surrounding 
scenery are emblematic of the life and 
character of the man. 

People who have listened to Mr. 
Moody or who have come within the in¬ 
fluence of his personality have wonder¬ 
ed why he seined to affect them more 
than any other person that they had 
ever heard or seen before. To some 
small extent this was owing to what is 
usually called personal magnetism, but 
the secret of his power lay In the fact 
that he was one of the greatest stu¬ 
dents of humanity that the world has 
ever known; that he could feel, and did 
feel, as others felt; that he looked upon 
the practical side of things and used 
practical means to secure results. He 
%id not fight the devil with snowballs 
,of eloquence, or use soothing lotions 
(upon his seared victims; he fought 
'with fire, and applied the strongest an¬ 
tidotes. He possessed the skill of a 
general and the tact of a diplomat. He 
realized that practical work was as nec¬ 
essary as preaching. At one time 
when he was holding revival meetings 
in New York City, there was a great 
cry against the roof gardens. His posi¬ 
tion on the subject showed the lines of 
action which he pursued. He said, 

: "We need more roof gardens, but they 
ought to be on the tops of churches. 
Every church ought to have a roof gar¬ 
den. Make them ns attractive as the 
beer gardens. Sell lemonade and soft 
drinks there summer evenings. Have 
them open every evening. Have songs 
and sermons.” 

He was not a highly educated man, 
nor was he what the world would call 
eloquent. His power as a speaker lay 
in the fact that he spoke to his auditors 
in a manner and in words that they 
could understand. He was careful 
never to shoot over their heads, and al- 

• ways endeavored to be entertaining ns 
well as interesting. On account of his 

• plain manner of speaking he was ac- 
: cused on a certain occasion in Boston 
■ of lowering the pulpit. This was his 

reply: “If lowering the pulpit means 
' bringing them to the people I would to 
God I could! If I wanted to hit Boston 
you don’t think I would mount my guns 
on Bunker Hill monument and fire Into 
the air, do you?” He made a study of 
j every one that he met. He worked upon 
i humanity through itself. At one time 
when in Chicago he wished to secure 
i some particular favor from Mr. Ar¬ 
mour, who was always a close friend 
of his. Mr. Moody was always an 
early riser, but one evening he notified

called unusually early on the following 
morning. He explained that he wished 
to caH upon, Mr. Armour In the morn¬ 
ing, and added; “He likes people who 
get around early.” On another occa¬ 
sion when preaching in the slums of 
a large city he was delayed In leaving 
the hall till late In the evening. As he 
left the building a number of roughs 
w r ere waiting to annoy him. He heard 
them say, “Here he comes!” and they 
prepared to jostle him from the side¬ 
walk. He walked directly up to the 
ringleader, and with the greatest self- 
possession said; “My frieud, won’t you 
just help me on with this overcoat? I 
am not quite so active now as I was at 
your age, and some day, when you are 
as old as I am. I’ll be glad to do you 
the same favor.” The bully gracefully 
held the overcoat, and Mr. Moody, 
after thanking him, walked on unmo- 
llested.

Be¬ 
sides these, there were other pictures 
and diagrams which were prepared by 
William Forsyth, the city surveyor. 
They cost considerable money, but the 
whole thing could now be better re¬ 
presented at the expense of a couple of 
dollars nnd ten minutes’ use of a kodak.
